CURRENCY BILL GOES PRESIDENT WILSON 


redeposited in the banks of New York, 
Chicago, t. Louis and other desi«- 
In times of sudden 
financial demands when banks have 
loaned up to the full limit of their 
resources, these reserves furnish little 
relief, because if they are paid out to 
meet demands, the banks are left in 
a precarious condition. 
BASIC PRINCIPLE. 

The basic principle of the new law 
is to get these reserve funds out into 
circylation when necessary without 
lessening the safety of any bank, and 
to provide a place to which local 
banks may rush in a crisis and get 
cash for the “prime commercial pa- 
per” they hold in their vaults. 

This is to be accomplished through 
a chain of regional reserve banks or 
“reservoirs of reserves,” in which al! 
banks shal] deposit a stated part of 
the money they are required to hold 
as reserves. Under tle new system 
when a financial flurry comes, the 
banks can take commercial paper, 
such as notes, drafts and bills of ex- 
change to these “reservoirs,” and se- 
cure the use of their own reserves, or 
if necessary, even the reserve of other 
banks, by depositing this security. 

The new regional] banks will receive 
about one-half of the bank reserves of 
the country. They in turn will be 
permitted to loan back to the banks 
all but 85 per cent. of these reserves, 
so that in case of emergency millions 
of cash can be breught out into circu- 
lation quickly.

CALIS SCHMIDT ABNORMAL. 


Alienist Declares the Former Priest 
Said It Was Nobody's Business if He 


Piayed Violin in Bath Tub. 

[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—The pro- 
‘cession of alienists began their march 
to the witness stand today at the trial 
of Hans Schmidt for murder. After 
Dr. Smith Ely Jelliffe of New York 
had testified for the defense, court ad- 
journed to enable Schmidt's attorneys 
to construct @ hypothetical question 
which will be put to Dr. Jelliffe and 
to other medical experts. 

Practically all Dr. Jelliffe’s testi- 

mony indicated that Schmidt was ab- 
normal. The witness said the priest 
complained to him that hie bishops 
and fellow clergy “refused to acknowl. 
edge his authority.” The defendant 
excused his forgeries of the signature 
— his professor at Munich by say- 
ne: 
“I was in high spirits and good 
health and I entered into the 4 
sonality of the professor. I was the 
professor. So it was not wrong for 
me to sign his name.” 

Dr. Jelliffe asked Schmidt if he ever 
played the violin in a bath tub, as one 
of the witnesses testified. “I did,” 
sald Schmidt. “It was nobody's bus- 
mess. I felt like it and I put my feet 
in the water and sat in it and played. 
What an inspired man does, heaven 
wishes him to do.” 

During one of his visits to Schmidt's 
cell, said Dr. Jelliffe. another physi- 
clan who accompanied him pricked 
his forefinger with a needie and 
showed the prisoner a drop of blood. 
Instantly Schmidt's face became livid. 

“All blood is mine,“ he shouted, 
making a lunge for the physician's 
hand, trying to raise it to his lips.

OUR SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


—— — 


Fiery City Should Work Out Its 
Methods According to Needs. 
After Exhaustive Travel He Pro- 
Poses to Return to Paris and Write 
Thesis About Our Doings. 


Prof. Henri A. Goy who arrived at 
the Angelus yesterday is enjoying the 
rare privilege of a world tour without 


“around the world” scholarship from 
the Paris University and all of his 
trave t expenses for one and one- 
half years will be paid out of a fund 
for that purpose by Albert Kahn, @ 
noted banker of the French capital. 
The travel scholarship is awarded 
yearly to one male professor. Each 
year the same institution awards «4 
scholarship to one woman teacher 
which entitles her to a tour through 
Europe and America with all expenses 
paid. 

The rectpients of the scholarships 
choose their own special subjects for 
investigation and at the conclusion of 
their travels write a thesis which is 
submitted to the university. 

Prof. Goy is making a special study 
of echool administration in North and 
South America. He wil! give his spe- 
tal attention to colonial politics in 
Oceanica, Asia and Africa. The visitor 
spent yesterday studying the adminis- 
tration features of the local public 
school system. He talked with Super- 
intendent Francis and other local 
educators. 

“The diversity of methods ts one of 
the interesting features of the edu- 
cational system in America,” Prof. 
Goy said last evening. “For instance, 
in Chieago and San Francisco the 
boards of education are appointed. 
Here in Los Angeles the board ts 
elected. The difference in the meth- 
ods appears to ba not so much the 
result of haphazard procedure as the 
desire to let every city work out its 
educations system according to its 
peculiar needs and environments. 
“The general plan followed in this 
matter has the advantage of giving 
plenty of opportunity for originality. 
“| selected the subject of school 
administration for the reason that it 
appears to me to be one of the most 
vital considerations of education. In 
the old days when schools were smal- 
ler, administration was largely a mat- 
ter of the personality of the teacher. 
The growth of population and the 
consequent increase in the size of the 
schools has made administration a 
different and more vital question, 
“School administration involves 
discipline, the regulation of the teach- 
ing force and a number of other ques- 
tions that reach very close to human 
nature. I am obtaining information 
in America on my subject that is 
very interesting and helpful.” 

It has been the custom in France 
for the government to reward the 
students of the “around the world” 
course with important political posi- 
tions. One of the traveling scholars 
who wrote an especially brilliant 
thesis upon his r@turn was recently 
appointed Minister of Commerce by 
the French government.

No Greater Problem Than 
the Canal, He Says. 


Our Rates Highest Among 
Twenty Nations, 


(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMEA ) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Govern- 
ment ownership of the nation’s tele- 
phone lines would cost less than 
$900,000,000, and would present no 
greater difficulties of financing than 
did the Panama Canal, Representa- 
tive Lewis of Maryland told the 
House today in an exhaustive analy- 
sis of his proposal to have those lines 
operated by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. 

“The perversion of the laws of pubs 
Me and private financiering,” said Mr. 
Lewis, “by which public governments 
have been disinherited of their nor- 
mal functions has led to such corrup- 
tion and demoralization that cities 
like New York with its street rall- 
ways, Philadelphia with its gas 
works, and San Francisco, with its 
telephones, have shamed the scions 
of Roman corruption in their most 
dishonorable days.“

“Investigation discloses that 
telegraphic rates are the highest 
among twenty countries,” Mr. Lewis 
continued.

“The telegraph companies seem

The American ine 
ciency is further exaggerated by the 
duplication of telegraph offices in all 
important towns and cities, and the 
denial of the service at many thou- 
ts.

A striking feature of the discov- 
ery is that the telegraph service is 
a relatively declining institution and 
that it would be unwise now to 
postal it alone and as a single 
service. To take over the telegraph 
lines alone and operate them mere- 
ly as telegraph lines might result in 
postal bankrucpty. 

But our telephone tolls and 
tance rates compare with those of 
other countries even less favorably 
than do our telegraph rates. It is not 
ufifair, or inaccurate tosay that the 
American interurban telephone rates 
are the scandal of public service 
rates the world over. The American 
Telephone monopoly takes the thir- 
teenth place among seventeen coun- 
tries with regard to the lowness of 
these rates. 

“The local rates of the Bell tele 
phone monopoly are just twice the 
average charge in other countries, 
While our postal rates give us the 
first rank in lowness of charges, this 
company ranks but fourteenth among 
raxteen countries with its ilecal 
charges, and we are one of three 
countries where the charge for « 
lecal call exceeds the letter postal 
rates, the other thirteen countries 
giving a much lower similar phone 
call than their letter rates, 

“The subscribers’ rates in Ameri- 
can cities, compared with continental 
cities, are about three times as high. 
For example, in New York, 5400 calls, 
about fifteen a day. under measured 
service, cost more than the four wn- 
itmited yearly vates of London, Paris, 
Berlin and Stockholm, together. For 
like services, Baltimore pays more 
than the rates for London and Parte - 
combined, and Washington pays as 
much as the five cities of Amsterdam. 
Rotterdam, Auckland, Tokio and 
Copenhagen combined. In postal tele- 
phone countries the local toll tariffs 
tend to run about one-half 
charge for a letter, while here it runs 
with the street car and some- 
times exceeds it, when it ts three 
times the letter rate. 

“While competition does not sup- 
ply a remedy because it divides the 
service and necessitates the payment 
for two phones, yet it throws an 
interesting sidelight on the tendency 
of a private monopoly to push up 
the rates. Thus, of sixty of the 
great American cities, twenty-four 
averaging 342,486 in population, pay 
an average annual phone rate of $53 
under competition: while the other 
thirty-six cities, averaging only 188. 
629 in population, without competi-> 
tion, pay an average rate of $81. 
Since competition can only augment 
the total cest of operation, it is ap- 
parent how private monopoly and 
high rates go hand in hand. 

“It will be unnecessary to take 
over the telegraph lines here (capt- 
talixed at $246,000,000,) as beth 
kinds of communication can be han- 
died on the telephene wires, which 
exceed the telegraph wires in mile- 
age and geographical distribution. 

“The cost of acquiring the tele- 
phone networks is indicated at tome- 
thing. lees than 3990,00 for 
which [ft is proposed to fesue per 
cent. bends. payable In fifty . 
Tt is calculated that the ays- 
tem. by superimposing the telegrar> 
service on the telephone lines at half 
present telegraph rates, may net 
some fifty millions annually from 
that traffic alone, which, with the 
present profits of the telephones, and 
after the deduction of interest on the 
bonds and depreciation. would sup- 
ply the department with a large sur- 
plus for extensions and so forth.”

Railroad Commission Says It Must Be Brought to City 
Limits for Fourteen and Distributing Cost Here Will 
Probably Go Under Forty-two — Some Perplexing 
Problems that Rate-Makers Must Solve. 


OURTEEN CENTS per 1000 cubic | 
feet for delivery of natural gas 

from the Kern county fields to the 
boundaries of the city of Los Angeles 
is the wholesale rate fixed by the State 
Railroad Commissioners, 
nounced yesterday. This is a reduction 
of 4 cents from the contract rate at 
which natural gas is now delivered to 
the distributing companies in this 
city.

As a matter of fact no 
natural gas, unmixed with the artifi- 
celal product, is delivered to city con- 
sumers; and there is also presented 
the peculiar condition wherein mixed 
natural and artificial gas is delivered 
to the various companies and by them 
distributed to their patrons, but such

Improve the River Bed. 
LOS ANGELES, Dec. 22.—[To the 


Editor of The Times:] A petition to 
provide work for the unemployed men 
of the city has been presented to the 
Council. 

I would suggest that one of the best 
schemes to adopt would be the im- 
provement of the river bed. 

If rumors are correct, one or more 
new railroads are about to come into 
Los Angeles. The city should in 
a position to take advantage of ‘this 
fact. The natural entrance would be 
along the river bed. The improve- 
ment could be made a large revenue 
producer to the city, and the cost 
would be comparatively low. 

The city owns its own cement plant, 
the river bed would furnish the rock, 
sand and gravel necessary, the city 
engineering department could supply 
the technical forces, and very few 
skilled laborers would be required.

THEFT OF SCENARIO CHARGE, 


Writer for Universal Film Com- 
pany Made Defendant in Suit in Po- 
lice Court. 
Theft of a scenario submitted to 
the Universal Film Company is 
charged by Mark E. Jones, who yes- 
terday swore to a larceny complaint 
against Hampton Del Ruth.

The eastern company, Jones says, 
had used several of his scenarios and 
was familiar with the letterhead. The 
company at once wrote him, inquiring 
how it came about that Del Ruth 
should submit a scenario on Jones's 
letterhead, and (he theft was exposed, 
he alleges. 

It is the firat time that the theft of 
a scenario has been brought to crim- 
inal action in the Police Court here.
